The citizens of the United States have a 
right to sell arms and munitions of war td 
all comers. Neither the sale nor the trans- 
portation of such merchandise, except in 
connection with and in furtherance of 
a military expedition prosecuted from our 
shores is a breach of international duty or 
gives the Mexican government any basis for 
complaint. 


Basis for Japanese Charges. 

The basis of President Wilson's charges 
that Japan is supporting the Huerta govern- 
ment is not known. It is believed to rest on 
the reception of Sefior De La Barra. Huerta’s

| HUERTA ARRESTS 
MORE PLOTTERS 


Two Former Deputies Taken 
as Members of Band of 
Conspirators. 


Rebel Sympathizers Set Date 


Next Month; Americans 
Held by Bandits? 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

Mexico City, Jan. 27.~Two prominent Feli- 
cistas—Fidencto Hernandez, who was secre- 
tary to Gen. Felix Diaz when the latter was 
coniined in the ciudadela, and Guliermo Mei- 
jueiro, both members of the house of repre- 
sentatives from Oaxaca, who were arrested 
when President Huerta dissolved congress 
but afte: wards released—were arrested today 


for an uprising on Feb. 1. 

Secretary of the Interfor Alcocor says the 
numerous sudden arrests have prevented the 
conspirators from formulating a definite plan. 
Up to the time of their arrest they merely 
had been developing a seditious propaganda 
and the action of the government probably 
has disconcerted their schemes. 

Licenciado Lozada has been arrested at 
Guanajuato. There is absolute proof that 
he was in league with Vincente Segura, the 
wealthy retired bull fighter who now has a 
force in the field, in a conspiracy for a gen- 
eral uprising in the central _— of the re- 
public. 


May Execute One of Plotters. 

Lozada will be brought here with the in- 
criminating documents found in his house, 
and probably will be shot. 

The government received a bad scare to- 
day about something big which was about 
to happen in the state of Oaxaca, the home of 
Porfirio Diaz and Felix Diaz. Sefior Bolanos, 
governor of the state, who always has posed 
hypocritically as a friend of the Diases. 
sent an urgent request to the government to 
rush troops to Oaxaea. The government im- 
mediately ordered Gen. Rafeal Eguialis, a 
bitter enemy of the Diazes, with a large 
force of troops, to Oaxaca. 

Leading rebel sympathizers here say the 
government has not caught the real leaders 
of the conspiracy for an uprising in a few 
days. They say plans have been perfected 
for the coup, which will occur not on Feb. 1, 
as heretofore announced, but on Feb. 5. The 
Felicistas and Maderistas, who hate Presi- 
dent Huerta with equal intensity, are co- 
operating. 


Americans Held by Bandits. 

Juarez, Mexico, Jan. 27.—Officials of the 
Mexican Northwestern railroad received 
word today that a train filled with American 
ranchmen and Mexicans, which left Juarez 
Monday, had been held up by bandits near 
Guzman, eighty-five miles south of the 
border. 

A section foreman telegraphed from Gus- 
man that the bandits under Maximo Cas- 
tillo had burned the bridges behind the train, 
and had taken the passengers captive after 
robbing them. : 

Anxiety was felt for the Americans, who 
were returning to mines and lumber camps, 
because of reported threats by Castillo that 
he would kill all foreigners. How many 
people were on the train is not known. A 
force of rebels has been sent to drive the 
bandits out of the country.

Congress Fails in Effort. 

The new congress, which met in extraor- 
dinary session yesterday, failed to take ad- 
equate measures to check the revolution. 

It had been conceded for a long time that 
the position of the executive was weak. 
Opposed to him were Senator Davilmar 
Theodore, in command of the rebel troops 
at Hape Haitieh, dnd Gen. Beliard, both of 
whom have a strong following. 

The rebels today repulsed an attempt made 
by a force of government troops under the 
command of M. Pradel, minister of the in- 
terior, toland at Saint Marc, forty-four miles 
to the northwest of the capital. The govern- 
ment troops, who. had proceeded there on 
board the dispatch boat Nord Alexis, re- 
turned to this city. 

The revolution is spreading all over the 
north. At Port de Paix and Gonaives the en- 
tire population has risen. 


Another Warship on Way. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 27.—Wireless news 
that President Creste of Haiti had fled from 
his revolution torn capital, leaving no gov- 
ernment,” caused Rear Admiral Badger at 
Guantanamo, Cuba, tonight to start the bat-

The creditors agreed to give him a chance, 
He went to work with renewed vigor and re- 
established his business on a firm basis. As 
each note fell due he paid it. There was 
only one remaining, for about $8,500, wher 
he was taken ill. He left the money to pay 
it when it becomes due in April, and, in addi- 
tion, a flourishing business. 


True Man, Colleague Says. 

“ Oharles Thompson was as true a man as 
I ever knew,” wae the tribute of a fellow 
publisher. ‘“* His uphill fight was an inspira- 
tion. He never wavered in his determination 
to rehalilitate his credit, hampered through 
a series of unfortunate circumstances rather 
chan lack of business judgment.”

Board Upholds Right of Regis- 
25 tered Feminine Voters. 


FRESH PUZZLE BOBS UP. 


Number of Tube Signatures Necessary 
Based on March Record, 


The board of election commissioners yes- 
terday announced it had cut the Gordian knot 
presented by the woman euffrage act in its 
relation to the subway petitions. Political 
experts were inclined to think an ax had bees 
used for the operation. 

The board held: | 

That the revised registration of last 

March shall be used ag a basis for com- 

puting the number of signatures re- 

quired. ? a 

That wonfen who register on Feb. 8 are 
qualified to sign the petitions unless they 

are disqualified later. x 


Rulings Hard to Reconcile. 

The students of political machinery could 
not reconcile the two rulings. They con- 
tended that if the newly registered voters 
will be qualified to sign the petitions the 
revised figures of the registration on Feb. 
8 must be used in computing the number of 
Signatures required. This would mean 6 
substantial increase because of the woman 
vote. 

The board also ruled that the petitions 
may be circulated in the polling places on 
registration day. This method had been 
discussed as advisable if the women regis- 
tering were permitted to sign as qualified 
voters. 

The triple resolution, by which the com- 
missioners recorded their decisions, did uo: 
mention women, and the section covering 
the question of their eligibility was carefully 
worded. It read: 

“ That this board holds that all persons 
who are lawfully registered on Feb. 8 ent 
are qualified to sign said public policy peti- 
tions.” 

The revised registration figures of March 15, 
1913, showed a total of 437,346. The decision 
to use these as a basis in determining the 
number of signetures to be required on each 
petition fixes definitely, for the first time that 
number. It will be 100,337, but the addition 
of a margin of safety” is said to require 
at least 115,000 signatures.

Text of Leagues Report. 

The report, which ts signed by Lessing Ro- 
Senthal, president, and Kellogg Fairbank, 
eecrefary, for the league's executive com- 
mittee, is in full as follows: 

“The most important development of the 
year in municipal affairs is that women can 
now vote for- all city offices. This nearly 
Goubles the number of persons entitled to 
vote. At the coming elections a large per- 
eentage of the ballots will be cast by ‘ first 
voters,’ who have hitherto paid but little 
at to municipal politics. It may not 
be of place, therefore, before discuasing 
the work of the council, to make a brief 
statement of the methods and purposes of 
the league. 

The Municipal Voters’ league was organ- 
ized in 1806.to secure the election of ag- 
gressive, honest and capable aldermen. The 
council at that time was shamelessly cor- 
rupt. One competent observer stated that 
it consisted of ‘ fifty-eight gangsters, three 
dubious, and seven O. K.“ The league printed 
the records of these men and hammered 
away at the gray wolves until the voters

Explains League’s System. | 
“The same system hag been followed ever 
since. Every year à preliminary report is

Chairman Geiger, an ardent “ ad- 
ministration ** man, named Bowler, Dona- 
hoe, Harding, W. J. Healy, and Schaeffer, 
all of whom had already indicated a favor- 
able attitude towards the Pennsylvania plan. 

Bowler had repeatedly declared there 
was no ‘need of .expérts. Littler, Capitain, 
and Fisher, who had urged the need of pro- 


matter, were ignored in the makeup of thé 
subcommittee, which immediately selected 
John F. Wallace as the city’s expert. 


Terminals Body for Haste. 

The terminals committee showed indica- 
tions of wishing to dispose of the matter 
speedily.

Judges Acknowledge Fairness, 

“In 1912 Jucges Baldwin, Fred Smith, 
and Charlies M. Walker adopted many rec- 
ommendations of the bureau and publicly 
acknowledged the fairness of its investiga- 
tions. In 1913 one of the county officials 
objected to having the bureau investigate 
his office. The committee, Judges Scanian, 
Kersten, and Gibbone, again emphasized the 
fairness of the investigations of the bureau, 
and prevailed on him to withdrew his oppo- 
aition. 

By overcoming this opposition,’ says 
the report of the committee of judges, ‘ your 
committee believes it has succeeded in estab- 
lishing the general principle that these pub- 
lic offices must be open to investigation by 
and on behalf of the public.’ . 

“The bureau’s petition for permission to 
investigate the city departments was re- 
ferred by the council to the finance commit- 
tee, which recommended that the bureau be 
authorized ‘to make a comprehensive study 
ot the revenues and expenditures,’ and that 
the heads of departments be directed to give 
them reasonable facilities for carrying on 
such inquiry. 


Minority Report Quotes Mayor.

Fresh Air for Theaters, 

“The vote of the council in passing an 
order to suspend the ordinance regulating 
the ventilation of theaters and moving pic- 
ture shows should not be forgotten by the 
amusement patrons. It is estimated that 
200,000 to 500,000 persons, largely women and 
children, visit moving picture theaters daily 
in Chicago. 

Those who voted to susspend the ordi- 
nance seem to have thought the financial in- 
terests of the show owners were more impor- 
tant than the health of their constituents. 
Certainly it would seem that no man of ordi- 
nary sense could be ignorant of the harmful 
effect of foul air in spreading disease. The 
vote in favor of suspension was as follows:

It is understood that Queen Mother Alex- 
andra, who interested herself in his case, 
won over her sister, the dowager empress, to 
favor his suit for the hand of Princess Irene, 
and that it was their united influence which 
eontributed in no small degree to the with- 
drawal by the czar of his opposition to the 
match.

NINETY-SIX BOMB OU TRAGES. 


Boy Scarcely Out of Teens Also Clears 
Two Murder and Other Lesser Crime 
Mysteries on Witness Stand. 


New York, Jan. Alfred Lehman, an 
undersized youth scarcely out of his teens, 
sat in a witness chair today and confessed 
to having partaken in sixteen bomb out- 
rages, revealed knowledge of eighty, cleared 
up the mystery of two murders, and fur- 
nished information concerning a number of 
lesser crimes, including arson and burglary. 
Lehman said the bomb outrages usually 
brought the men doing the work $50. 
“The gang I worked for,“ he said, “ were 
Black Handers. The boss would write let- 
ters demanding money under threats of 
death to well-to-do Italians. When they did 
not ‘come across’ I was sent with a bomb. 
They usually paid up after the explosion of 
the bomb. If they didn’t we went after em 
— 

Rocco Pucillo, another member of the 
gang, also confessed. He said he partici- 
pated in the setting off of thirty-five bombs

Winslow of Toledo, O., who is at the Hotel 
Astor, says he will file a petition tomorrow 
in the United States District court in Tren- 
ton, N. J., asking that the Triumph Voting 
Machine company be enjoined from taking 
over the Empire Voting Machine company. 

The petition will allege that such a merger 
is in violation of the anti-trust law. It ajeo 
will allege that the purchase of the Empire 
company by the Triumph company is preju. 
dicia] to the interests of the latter. It is as- 
serted that the Triumph company already 
has obligations amounting to $900,000, which 
it cannot wholly meet and that it proposes 
to pay $650,000 for the Empire company. 


The petition also alleges that of the $100,000 
commission in the proposed deal, $50,000 is 
to go to the officers. 

Mr. Winslow also contends that the pro- 
posed deal would impair the value of his 
stock.

Former Secretary Said to Have 


Told Inquiry He Knew 
Nothing of Any Frauds, 


SLOW PAYING JOHNSON, 


Fugitive Private Banker Said to 
Have Been Short of Money 
to Meet Debts. 


Henry W. Watkina, former secretary of 
Bol Lewinsohn, fugitive private banker, pro- 
fessional bondsman, and money lender, was 
brought to Chicago yesterday by federal of ot 
ficiala on a government fubprena. He was 
located in Philadelphia. Watkins wag taken 
before the federal grand jury, which is in- 
vestigating yelled charges of graft 
federal officials in connection with Lewin- 
sohn’s bond business and other former ac- 
tivities in the federal building. 

Watkins was subjected to a two hours’ ex- 
amination by Assistant District Attorney 
David D. Stansbury, in charge of the inquiry. 
Hig testimony, it was said, tended to dis- 
eredit the stories that $13,000 was paid as 
& “slush fund” in the McHie bycket shop 
cages, and that Jack Johnson, convicted 
negro pugilist, paid $25,000 for permission 
to flee to France. 


Managed Lewinsohn Office. 
Watkins was in charge of Lewineohn’s of- 
fice, where hig surety business was conduct- 
ed, kent the hooks and wrote practically all 
of Lewinsohn's checks. He testified, it was 
said, that he never bad heard of the alleged 


fraud stories until a few days before he-was 


subpeenaed as a grand jury witness. He is 
said to have testified that if $12,000 had been 
received by Lewinsohn in the McHie case for 
distribution among federal officials he would 
have known about it and that no such thing 
took place to his knowledge. 

Watkins is said to have testified also that 
Jack Johnson paid Lewinsohn $25,000 as an 
indemnity on thebond in the Mann get case 
the negro was seeking to obtain. Lewingohn 
failed to get a bond for Johnson. The wit- 
ness, it was said, testified Lewinsohn used 
most of the $25,000 for himself, and when the 
negto made demands for the return of the 
money Sol had nothing hand to pay him 
with. 

Paid Back in Small Amounts, 

The testimony, it is understood, was to the 
further éffect that Lewinsohn, after being 
hard pressed by Johnson and hig attorney, 
Benjamin Bachrach, paid most of it back 
in small amounts.

Berlin, Jan. 27.—Emperor William celebrated 
his fifty-fifth birthday today, hale and vigor- 
ous in body and mind, as was shown by his 
recent wood chopping exploits, yet able to un- 
dertake the physical work of a man in the 
prime of life. The day was observed with 
celebrations by the university and technical 
school students, by the academies of arts and 
sciences, by army and navy officers, by civic 
organisations, and by municipalities and vet- 
eran associations throughout the empire.

AMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 27.—[Special.}— 
The cancer commission of Harvard uni- 
versity, working in conjunction with the 
Harvard Medical school has been experi- 
menting for some time with radium and 

its derivatives as a cure for, or alleviation of, 

cancer, and from these experiments a number 
of valuable observations have already been re- 
corded. The Harvard-authorities at present take 

a conservative view of the value of radium, out 

able men are on the commission, and they plan 

to pursue their investigations indefinitely, with 
the hope of determining eventually just what 
radium and its derivatives can do. 

Harvard is the first college in the country to 
take up this study in this thorough way, for the 
experimentation is being conducted in its labor- 
atories and a considerable number of patients 
are being treated by radium at the Collis P. 
Huntington Memorial hospital, where careful 
records, illustrated by photographs, tracings, 
and measurements, are kept, that the benefit of 
radium therapy may be detérmined. 
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From the results obtained so far the Harvard 
cancer commission draws these conclusions: 

“In certain limited cases treatment by radium 
seems to be curative, while in others, not cured 
by this agent, local results are good, and such 
distressing symptoms as pain, hemorrhage, and 
discharge may be greatly benefited. At the 
present time, however, the most satisfactory 
treatment of cancer is generally admitted to be 
the complete removal by surgical operation at 
the earliest possible moment. The best, or cura- 
tive, results from radium therapy are obtained 
in cases of various skin diseases, including: cer- 
tain types of skin and other localized forms of 
cancer. 

“In many cases of true cancer which have 
advanced beyond the operable stage or cases re- 
curring following operation improvement after 
radium treatment may follow not only sympto- 
matically but in the local condition. fuch cases, 
however, are rarely cured. Occasionally large 
growths are much reduced and even disappear 
under the influence of radium, but metastasis, 
of spreading of the growth to other parts, is not 
usually prevented or the patient may suecumb 
from toxemia during the process of absorption. 
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“Owing to the possible exaggeration and mis- 
interpretation of the result of radium therapy it 
is deemed most important that ample and accu- 
rate clinical data be secured and the results 
recorded in a form suitable for critical analysis. 
It is to obtain such accurate observation of the 
effect of radium treatment, to devise new and 
more effective methods of administration, and to 
give to the public the unprejudiced result of 
these investigations that the cancer commission 
or Harvard university is devoting its energies.” 


Lectures on Radium Here. 


Patrick S. O'Donnell, A. B., M. D., M. R. C. S., 
declared last night at the Hardware club of 
Chicago, 56 East Randolph street, that one 
pound of radium would be sufficient to generate 
light and heat for a big city for a million 
years, and that at the end of the period the 
radium would be just as powerful as ever. Dr. 
O’Donnell exhibited $36,000 worth of radium in 
glass tubes and gave a stereopticon lecture in 
which he showed principally the radium cure 
hotel in Marienbad, its dining rooms, fountains, 
private rooms, court, entrance, emanation room, 
and billiard rooms. He bewaliled the fact there 
was no hotel of the Marienbad type In America 
and that Americans knew practically nothing 
of radium, though there were rich deposits of 
radium bearing ore in this country.

Some women have 
the talent of cooking, others have the talent of 
teaching other women who are in need of know!l- 
edge. I was surprised to know, however, how 
successful this gort of work can de. Here is a 
letter that will interest you, I know.

“I want you to count me as one of your most 
successful home workers. When I wrote to you 
about a month ago and asked you what you 
thought I could do I thought you'd probably tell 
me to make baby dresses or something like that, 
so that I told you frankly in my letter that I 
couldn't bear to sew, and that I hated house- 
work, and that there wasn't anything in the 
world I liked to do except to dance and. play 
cards, and that I supposed you'd have nothing 
to do with a frivolous person like that, but I 
had to earn money in some way. , 

“I was not only surprised but truly delighted 
when your letter came to me. A friend of mine 
who had suggested my writing to you said you'd 
surely find something for me to do, because you 
were such a wonderful person at that, but I didn't 
believe her. I shall never forget the words that 
you used—"“ Why don’t you tedch some one else 
to dance and to play cards if that is what you 
like best to do? I supposed that you would cry 
shame upon me for being so useless.

“Well, I did as you suggested. I began to 
teach women to dance and to play cards, I put 
a little advertisement in the Home Workers’ 
Market Place. I had answers to that. Before 
I knew it I had a little class. My dancing class 


meets twice a week and the women pay a dollar 


each lesson. The lesson lasts two hours, and 
that seems to be a fair price to both of us. I 
charge a dollar an hour for lessons in auction 
bridge, because it's really much harder work, 
and the competition in that field is so much less 
than it is in the dancing field: I was more than 
surprised when I found how many women were 
eager to take lessons in dancing and in bridge. 
One woman explained to me that she was 80 
ashamed when she went places in the after- 
noons not to be able to, play bridge well, and 
that she was afraid all of her friends would 
stop inviting her if she didn't learn to play bet- 
ter than she had played. She said that she had 
received’ many scowls when she played the 
wrong card, and that she was most grateful to 
me for helping her to play correctly. 

“Of course, it doesn’t take long to teach any 
one to play bridge, so the lessons won't last for 
many weeks, but I am always getting more 
pupils. All of those I have been teaching rec- 
ommend me to their friends, and I have a large 
bridge class now. Just as soon as I hear of any 
new dances or of any new games I am going to 
learn them, so that I can always know the last 
word in them. 

“J am so grateful to you—I said that before, 
but I must say it again. You have made me a 
capable earner. Before this I spent money all 
of the time and I didn't earn any. Now I earn 
enough to buy my own dresses. That isn't a 
great deal, because I have never spent much on 
clothes. I make all of my owg. But it is much 
more than I have ever earned before, and I am 
sure I shall keep on earning money.”

Curries. 
HERE are at least a thousand different 
variations of the curry. Rice accompanies 
or is to be found in every one of them, 
and often it is the only element of much 
nutritive power. All the rest, in mahy 
cases, iust something to make the rice taste, to 
play no end of pleasant chords on the taste buds. 

The rice is the food base, and the curry pow- 
der, rarely more than a teaspoon öf it, is the 
flavor base. The food base is augmented by 
meat, and there are also vegetable curries and 
many of fish; while the flavor base is varied 
generally by onion and after that by a wide 
choice of condiments, 

Curry is an economical dish, or may be made 
expensive. Its endless possibilities eminently 
fit it for the use of the economist who likes to 
use up whatever bits of food she has to the best 
advantage and to the amateur who likes to ex- 
periment.

Curries made by different cooks, from low to 
high degree, may no more resemble one another 
than black resembles white. It is one of the 
marvels of cookery that a curry made, by one 
cook may be as dainty, clean tasting, and de- 
licilous as any cooked thing can be, while that 
made by another cook may be dirty tasting and 
poor to the point of repulsion, like nothing so 
much as the dregs of some Vile mixture, both 
iri taste and appeafance. . 


Economical [louse keeping. a 
‘BY Jane Fadington- 8 


To a little chopped onion fried in butter is 
added the meat, usually previously cooked, or 
the vegetables, or the fish, and, in the pleasant- 
est curries, some sour fruit. In India this fruit 
is the sOur tamarind; in America it may be the 
sour apple. Instead of these, a curry in which 
the fruit was raisins has been made and the 
sourness wes secured by lemon juice and per- 
haps a bit of the lemon pulp. 

Two tablespoons of this spread across a cup 
of rice spread out in a plate were enough to 
make of the whole a pleasant occasional dish. 
The meat used was pork, and the flavoring of 
curry was light. Perhaps there were a little 
cocoanut and sugar in it. The recipe was kept a 

-profound secret. 
2 


The meat used in curry may be Itierally in 
rags, rags of soup meat, etc. In India any old 
fowl cooked to rags is in high favor for this 
dish. The best meat body is chicken or veal. 
Lamb and lobster come next. In England, as 
we would expect, lamb and mutton are much 
used ,and the English use curry with both the 
expensive and the most inexpensive meats and 
fish, with expensive game, with lobster, shrimps, 
and prawns (curried prawns are a specialty in 
one of oLndon’s most famous eating houses), 
oysters, macaroni, eggs, sweetbreads, and any of 
the cheaper portions of veal, beef, mutton, lamb, 
and pork. 

In France many ‘kinds of fish are used, the 
large and the tiny, and in particular the giblets 


of fowl and the corresponding parts of the beef 
creature, the calf and pig, besides the heads, 
feet, and tails of these animals, with rabbit and 
other game.

Some people who have learned to eat. curries 
and the pilau in England think that the relish 
called “ Bombay duck,” which is the Asiatic fish 
bummalo, is an essential accompaniment. This 
is imported, and we can get it if we choose te 
pey the price; but dried herring is a fair substi- 

ute. 

This is the interesting thing about a dish of 
curry served in the truest style: It is not only 
a thing of many spices (the curry is an 
orate compound), but numerous tidbits are used 
“on the side.”

Washington, D. C., Jan. 27.—President 
Wilson today signed an executive order put- 
ting into operation on April 1 a permanent 
government for the Panama canal zone and 
naming Col. George W. Goethals as the first 
civil governor.

Q.—Now Mr. Reynolds, what was the fact 
as to whether there were a great many ru- 
mors in circulation in the latter part of Oc- 
tober and the early days of November as to 
the stability of important financial houses in 
different parts of the country? A.—The air, 
of course, was full of rumors, and every day 
we would hear of disagreeable things—things 
that were liable to happen and things that 
were hanging over the market—that was the 
usual expression, that this, that, and the 
other thing wae hanging over the market, and 
that it was having a very bad effect upon 
business and upon credit generally.

LONDON BUYS HEAVILY. 


Steel as Result Makes High Ree- 
ord, but Few Others Rise 
Over a Point. 


New York, Jan. 27.—Attempts to carry 
further the advance in stocks were checked 
early in today’s market, which thereafter fol- 
lowed an uncertain course, Speculation 
slackened and investment buying was on a 
diminishing scale. 

The tone at the outset was determined 
largely dy London. Prices of American 
stocks had risen sharply in that market and 
when trading began h foreign representa- 
tives came into this market more actively 
than for a long time. 

London bought more than 50,000 shares 
here, specializing in Canadian Pacific, Union 
Pacific, Steel, and Amalgamated, Under this 
impulse Steel touched 66%, the highest of the 
movement. Only a few of the leaders, how- 
ever, rose more than a point, and heavy 
realizing soon effected a reaction. 


Price Level Forced Lower. 

The price level was forced below yesterday's 
close, with heaviness in New York Centra., 
Baltimore and Ohio, New Haven, and Con- 
sclidated Gas. Later the tone improved and 
final changes were of little consequence, 

Union Pacific's report of a shrinkage in net earn- 
ings of $448,000 last month discouraged buying of 

railroad stocks. General speculation was ham- 
pered by uncertainty as to United States Steel's 
quarterly report, which did not appear until after 
the close. 

Contrasted with the corresponding quarter of 
the preceding year, when earnings were $35,185, - 
000, the earnings for the last quarter showed a de- 
cided falling off, amounting to $23,086,000, which 
falled to meet dividend requirements. 

The total, however, was well up to expectations, 
in view of the diminishing business and falling 
prices of the period covered, since which time 
there has been a change for the better.
